►reflect on last four 
years

It's been a memorable, but 
challenging four years. 

On Monday night, the current 
council performed its swan 
song as its term will officially 
come to an end when a much 
different group of politicians 
will be sworn into their seats 
around the horseshoe. 

The first to provide their 
thoughts on the last four years 
was Ann-Marie Noyes, who has 
been the councillor for Ward 6 
for the last 14 years and was 
defeated by Doug Martin by five 
votes in the mayoral race.

Steckley, who defeated his 
only challenger Kimberly 
Zanko, said many sacrifices 
need to be made by people 
elected into office and that it 
does just involve showing to 
Town Hall one night a week.

He said it is tough 
being a politician, because it 
often results in losing friends 
and supporters based on 
one issue. He referred to a 
statement made by Winston 
Churchill, saying that some¬ 
times having enemies is a 
sign that you feel strongly 
about what you believe in.

Reader wants compassion for seniors 


Dear Editor, 


The municipal election 
is over and the Old Boy 
Network is firmly back in 
control just as I thought 
it would be although I 
had hoped it would be 
otherwise. 

As a senior citizen I 
would ask that Mayor 
Martin and his cohorts 
have more compassion 
and concern for the sen¬ 
ior members of this com¬ 


munity. 

May I say Mr.Mayor 
that the promise of a few 
new bus routes and an 
insultingly small rebate 
on our inflated water and 
sewage costs does not cut 
it! 

It shows neither com¬ 
passion nor concern for 
those struggling on a 
fixed income. 

Fort Erie water and 
sewage rates are among 
the highest in the region. 
My personal combined 
water and sewage 


amounts to less than five 
dollars monthly and yet 
my bill is nearly seventy 
dollars monthly. 

The fixed cost portion 
of my bill is almost sixty 
dollars a month. For com¬ 
parison the monthly 
fixed cost for combined 
water and sewage in the 
City Of Welland is about 
fourteen dollars a month. 

This amounts to a dif¬ 
ference of approximate¬ 
ly forty five dollars a 
month between two simi¬ 
lar communities in the 


same region of Niagara. 
Go figure!! 

When this $100 dollar 
annual rebate was 
announced by the Town 
Administration I contact¬ 
ed Mayor Martin person¬ 
ally to protest this insult. 

Flis response to me 
was that he thought it 
was a very generous ges¬ 
ture on the part of the 
Town of Fort Erie to its 
low income seniors and 
that If I did not like it, I 
was not obligated to take 
the rebate. 


I thought this to be an 
arrogant response to my 
concern but not an unex- 

The province has 
offered some relief to the 
senior property tax payer 
with the implementation 
of the annual property 
tax grant. 

It is now time for 
Mayor Martin and his 
adherents to step up to 
the plate and do their fair 
share to alleviate the bur¬ 
den of ever increasing 
municipal costs upon the 


backs of those members 
of the community who 
can least afford to carry 
that burden.

Maddalena said it is diffi¬ 
cult for the court because 
both issues surrounding 
the 60 to 64 ballots and the 
percentage of the ballot 
that needs to be filled out 
have been presented to the 


court by way of hearsay, 
"sometimes double or 
triple hearsay in the appli¬ 
cant's affidavit," she wrote 
in her response provided 
Monday afternoon. 

"I am satisfied that the 
facts relating to the 60 to 64 
ballots and the 15 to 20 per 
cent issue are in fact in dis¬ 
pute and cannot be put 
before the court via hearsay 
evidence." 

The judge also said she is 
prepared to consider writ¬ 
ten submissions on costs, 
limited to two pages. The 
moving party, the Town of 
Fort Erie, will need to serve 
and file submissions by 
Nov. 29 and the applicant, 
Bill Brunton, is required to 
serve and file by Dec. 6. 

No timeline has been 
given for when proceedings 
will continue, if they do.

The vehicle and trailer 
were referred for a sec¬ 
ondary examination and 
officers discovered further 
indicators that led to the 
discovery of 78 packages 
of compacted marijuana 
concealed in the trailer.

It was bound to happen 
soon, someone asking why it 
is so easy to purchase a 
device commonly used to 
smoke marijuana in local 
convenience stores. 

This week, the Times was 
contacted by a local mother 
who wishes to remain 
anonymous, with concerns 
about several private stores 
in town having "bongs," 
sometimes sexually explicit 


In the summer, she and 
her children would go to a 
store in Crescent Park for 
popsicles during an after 
dinner bike ride. They 
stopped going there, when it 
was realized these items 
were so readily available. 

They decided to frequent 
a different private store in 
the area,that she eventually 
realized was selling the 
same products. 

She feels it is highly "irre¬ 
sponsible" for store owners 
to have these items in their 
inventory, especially when 
their places of business are 
in such close proximity to 
schools and are frequented 
by many children.

"We're looking for a way to 
come up with some type of 
legislation," said Craitor. 

Rob Nicholson, Canada's 
minister of justice and Fort 
Erie's representative in the 
federal government, has 
also visited sites where the 
sale of these products takes 

He agreed, saying it is a 
challenge to find a way to get 
them out of stores, under 
current legislation. 

"There are a lot of legal 
uses for these pipes," said 
Nicholson. 

He said a first step for res¬ 
idents who are concerned 
about this can take is boy¬ 
cotting the establishments 
they see this taking place in.

"If store owners are selling 
products that can be inter¬ 
preted as paraphernalia for 
people in the drug business, 
tell them you're not going to 
patronize their store," said 
Nicholson. 

"Maybe they'll get the 
message," he added. 

He also said that any dis¬ 
cussion on the legalization 
of marijuana needs to be 
squashed because "it sends 
out the wrong message to 
young people." 

"We all have a part to play, 
helping people live the lives 
they are capable of living," 
said Nicholson. 

One store owner was 
interviewed, who said he 
doesn't sell many of the 
products, but does have an 
extensive collection on dis¬ 
play.

With their losing streak 
reaching double digits, it 
would be an understate¬ 
ment to say that the Fort 
Erie Meteors are struggling. 

Having been outscored 
by a total of 65-17 in their 
past 10 games - all losses - 
it’s clear that finding the 
back of the net is the pri¬ 
mary source driving their 
inability to put one in the 
win column.
